Thad not been at 
all prepared for the surprising contrast in that 
respect, OF course Thad known of our thin 
American faces, as compared with the Euro- 
pean. But itis notin that, or in the worn, 
nervous leoks, or in the marks of serofula 
everywhere, or in the dyspepsia which curses 
every studying and business man, that |} see 
the contrast most—but in the universal sick- 
liness of women. 

I sat down with a lady lately, and, out of 
a wide circle of acquaintances in every pat 
of the country, we attempted to reckon the 
healthy, and we could not think of more than 
three really healthy women. 

What is the rule in Europe, seems the ex- 
ception here.” ‘The ladies come before one 
here, as more fine, more delieate—) es, cener- 
ally with more of a certain gracetul beauty, 
than in England or Germany, bat with far 
less robust health. ‘There sre so few full 
healthy complexions, or vigorous foruis.— 
Those who ave well, are so plainly weak— 
with constitutions which the first rude shock 
of pain or exposure, will shatter, And this 
sloes not seem confined to one class. Indeed 
it is even more true of the village than of the 
city. The pale, worn looks ofthe mechanics, 
Wives or the sickly fhees which you see in 
s0 many a farmer's liouschold, show it sadty 
enough, 

It is very seldom, indeed, one passes 
through the village here, where the ruddy 
complexion, the bright glanee of health, 
the full developed form meet the eye, as 
they do so myariab!y in the European vil- 
Jages, 

The average life of woman may be as long 
in this country as in other countrics, but it 
is far more “filled with trouble,” as far as 
health is concerned. 

Surely nothing need be said of the results 
of all this. btis sael enough without 
meh of them. ‘Pe see a lite which should 
be brightened with health and overflowing 
with activities all soured and cramped with 
these ills of the body, uselulness 
merry households darkened, character itself 
weakened, and worse than all, intinive ail- 
ments transmitted to ions, is 
bad enough, and does not need tiany words 
wasted on if. 

But what are the eauses of all this? is the 
proctical question. 

I conceive for one cause, that the whole 
race is vot thoroughly aceltinaled, and that 
the effects are felt most by the weakest part 
of it—the women. But the great and all- 
sufficient reason is most plainty to be found 
ithe Aabits of our Women. Ttis one of the 
best tokens of American civilization, that 
women hold here so high a place—bigher 
than inany society Thave yet known, Bat 
there is danger of taking too much care of 
her. We can certainly honor her sufficiently 
Without resorting to such a bei-house systcun 
as our present.

No one appreciates enou; eh here the 
value of mere sunlight to the health. I 
have often wondered to myself whether it 
might not affect our more delicate ner- 
vous organization, even as it 
flowers. 

A good part of the in-door habits of Amer- 
ian Women isduec probably to the absurd 
costume in vogue for bad weather. Of this 
itis incumbent on our sex, in the present 
state of public opinion, to spe ak litle. But 
we can at least say that if fashion is to make 
our women a set of helpless Chinese orna- 
ments for the household, only to appear in 
pleasant weather, itis tine sure change Was 
begun.

The greatest comb fennetoctnry ia the 
world, is in Aberdeen, Scotland; it is that 
1 Messrs. Stewart Rowell & Co. There 
ure 36 turuseecs for preparing horns and tor- 
toise-shell for the combs, and no less than 
120 iron screw presses are continually going 
in stamping them. Steam power ise ‘mplo y- 
ed to eut the combs, and an engine of fitty 
horse-power is barely sufficient to do the 
work. ‘Phe coarse combs are stamped 
cut out—two being cut in one piece at a! 
time, by a machine invented in England in 
Ines. The fine dressing combs and all 
stnell-tooth combs, are cut by fine cireular 
suws, some so fine as to cut 40 tecth in the 
space of one inch, and they revolve 5,000 
tunes ina uinute. There are 128 varic 
of combs made, and the aggregate number | 
produced, of all these different sorts of 
combs, average upward ot 1200 gross week- 
ly, or about 9,000,000 annually ; a quantity 
that, if laid together lengthways, would ex- 
tend about 760 miles. The annual con- 
sumption of ox horns is about 730,000: the 
annual consumption of hoofs amounts to 
4.000.600 5 the consumption of tortoise-shell 
and butt tlo- horn, although not so large, is 
correspondingly valuable; the waste
